Be it would appear that Captain Puleston 

ts unaware of the decisions made by JCS relative to 

the proposed Contral Intelligence Agency. From the 

date of Enclosure (A), he could not know thot JCS has 

recommended a Central Intelligence Agency uncer tne 

control of a National Intelligence Authority, (Secre= 

teries of State, War, Navy and a ropresent.tive of JCS). 

The Director of CIA would be appointed by the President 
Op-25-i from nominations made by NIA. This organization set- 

up Would relieve the President of the onerous adminis- 

trative details and at the same tine make those menbers 
of the Presicent's cablnet directly charged wilt), National 
Defense responsible both to him for intellirence and sun 
cessful operation of thelr respective Gepurt. nts aa 
guided by that intelligence. This orcanivation would 
strengthen Cho and the Chicf of Steff, Aray, in their 
positions anc responsibilitics as the Presicent!s proe 
fesstonul Naval anc Military advisors.

Se Obviously, Enclosure (4) was written with~ 
out knowledge of Admiral King's wenorundum of o vetobor 
1945, to the Chief of Naval Porsonnel, roquesting estab- 
lisimnent of speclaliat courses and iistruction in the 
Naval Academy, the Post-Grucuate School, anc the Naval var 
College. By training Regular Navy Officers in 1: telligence 
and providing for rotation between ceneral line duties at 
sea and intelligence billets while ashore, the desired 
factor of continuity in Administration of Navel intellle 
rence is assured, The program also will create a pool of 
trained Hegular Officers which willl.be the cadre for mo- 
pilizgation of Keserve Intelligence Officers in any future 
OMereency «

has taken vigorous steps toward developing facilitiss 
for collection of covert intelligence from abroed. This
